Man’s attempt to control 
nature’s most dangerous des- 
trryer of property goes back 
to the beginning of history’. 

The first Fire Control — 
and I n'gret to .say one still 
in use today — is "Let-I;- 
Burn-Itself-Out.” 'This is not 
a very satisfactory metho.1 
of control, hut it is always 
a last resort when all else 
fails. 

The first organized me 
ttioris to improve on naturt’c 
own control included bucki I 
l)rigades. simple pumps, and 
crude hoses made of stitched 
animal skins. In the IGth 
century, a Frenchman nameti 
Cyprian Lucar invented a 
cork-screw type "Snuirt" 
which could hold and ".squirt 
rut’’ a hogshead of water, it 
was a break-through. 

In the 17th century. Solo¬ 
mon Decaus. a German, In- 
vc-nted a tub on skids with 
a crude leather-valve cylin¬ 
drical pump. Called the “Sue- 
cur.” this improvement crvjld 
lv> dragg'Hi to the site of a 
fire and five men on a single 
handle could create enough 
pressure to shoot water about 
-in feet. 

One of the greatest im 
ptovements in hand luimp- 
ers was the famous News- 
ham's "Grasshopper” which 
in the 18th century consti- 
uted the state- of- the- art. 
It could he worked by both 
hands and feet a n d it 
piimperl a steady stream of 
water 55 yards high. This 
hand pumper was the back¬ 
bone ef early firefighting in 
America. 

The 19th centun’ was the 
;ipe of steam. With the ad 
vent of steam power, iron 
and steel piimr-s. high-pres 
sure hose, undergr o u n d 
water systems and hydrants, 
fire fightin,-’ toe,k a great 
tea)) forward. The pr>srr>t 
dav art of highlv sophisti- 
onted ground fire fighting 
stems from the 19th century 
invention of steam pumpers. 

T might add. however, that 
despite the obvious advaii- 
taee of the steam pumper 
it took almost twenty years 
for fire departments to be¬ 
come cenvenienced that me- 
clianical power was better 
than "elbow-grease.” The 
first IT.S. steam pumper, for 
example, was chased out of 
New York by furious fire¬ 
men and ended up as a 
power plant for a box mami- 
faeijirer. 

Once accepted, however, 
steam numners revolution¬ 
ized fire fighting and started 
a, march of progress which 
today has accomplished al¬ 
most all that mankind can 
do in fighting fires from 
the "Ground-Up.” All that 
remains is the frontier of 
attacking fires from the 
"Top-Down.” which we call 
today aerial water bombing 

— and which I might add is 
just in its infancy. 

Like ground fire fighting 
in its earlv days, aerial fire 
fighting started with crude 

— almost laughable — de¬ 
vices and little if any pro¬ 
fessional know’ledge. A i r - 
planes converted from every¬ 


thing from World War II 
strategic bombers, to scout 
planes . . . sea planes .... 
crop d'jsters . . . even jxilice 
heliocpters have been en¬ 
listed to test the concept ano 
tr\’ thei r .skills in "Top- 
Down” fire fighting. It is not 
w.irprising, therefore, that the 
art of aerial fire fighting 
ha.s })rogre.s.scd so slowly. 
D*‘spite experiment.s dating 
back to the 1920’s. it was not 
until 19d9 — just ten years 
ago - that the first — a’ld 
still the only — airplane de¬ 
signed and built for aerial 
fire fighting came into being. 
This pl.ane is the Canadair 
CL 215 — yet not w e 1 i 
known nor used at all here 
in the United States. 

A fleet of supierior aerial 
fire fighting aircraft, such 
as the water-scooping CL- 
215. could have saved over 
100 million dollars of prop- 
(-rty here in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia over the last decade, 
according to its manufac¬ 
turer. 

The Canadair CL-215 is the 
only aircraft in the world 
designed to fight forest and 
wild fires. The CL-215 is e 
tugged, technically simple 
airplane that c.an operate ef¬ 
ficiently from both land and 
water. 

Fully loaded, the CL-215 
weighs 43,500 pounds. It is 
flowered by two Pratt and 
Whitney engines which to¬ 
gether produce 4200 horse¬ 
power. This high power-to- 
weight ratio enables the 
loaded CL-215 to take off 
after a run of only 1900 feet 
and climb at over 1000 feet 
fx*!’ minute. 

The CL-215 is highly man- 
ruverablo and can fly at low 
speeds and low altitudes in

Citing "incredible irre - 
sponsibility on the part of 
some i.n.surance agents,” 
State Insurance Commis - 
sioner Wesley J. Kinder said 
recently the department will 
subpoena the records o f 
eight insurance companies 
to idontfy the names of some 
G.OOO people who recently 
terminated their medicare 
suiipleinent coverage. 

"The department has rea- 
.son to ix'lieve that as many 
as 90 agents may havT Ix'eri 
involved in a large .scale 
.switchover of their clients, 
from one company to an¬ 
other for their own mone¬ 
tary gains at the exix-nse of 
their customers, most of 
whwn are over 65 years of 
age," Kinder said. 

The matter was brought to 
the attention of the di-part- 
ment by Certified Life In¬ 
surance Company of-Califor¬ 
nia, which in the past has 
been accuseti of meciicarc 
.supplement in.surance abu.ses 
by the ftxleral government 
and state regulators. But 
late last year, the company 
develojx*d a program to eli¬ 
minate those problems. 

The company trained and 
requirt'd its agents to sell 
mf^icare supplement insur¬ 
ance b.a.sed on nt'ed and af¬ 
fordability. llowev'cr, soon 
after the program was Ix'- 
gun. Certifiixi Life noticed a 
large turnover of agents, 
and an unu.sually high num- 
lx*r of terminated policies. 

A preliminary investiga¬ 
tion by the department de- 
ti-rmined that many of the 
agents moved to other com¬ 
panies — companies which 
do not subjivt their ageni.s 
to the same re.stricions as 
Ccrtifii'd Life. 

Kinder said, "This is the 
first time we've Ix'come 
aware of such a massive ter¬ 
mination of policies.” and 
pointed out the dangers ot

Editorial

Considerable talk has been floating around the com¬ 
munity the past couple of weeks on the possibility of re¬ 
vitalizing the Sierra Madre Business District, word was 
also heard that it could be possible, come the election 
for City Council in the Spring of next year, that a certain 
canidiidate may be running, and have tiiis as her campaign 
platform. 

With, “Proposition 13’’ now a law and the lowering of 
toxes and the almost jion-exi-stence of the Community Re¬ 
development Agency In Sierra Madre and with the deep 
feeling that the electorate will certainly pass “Proposition 
4,’’ tlie spendig limit initiative, it is indeed hard for us 
to understand where the City Government could be involved 
in the revitalization of the business district, especially 
where it is being talked about to enhance the store fronts. 

The Sierra Madre Community Redevelopment Agency, 
at the present time, does not have sufficient money by 
the end of this coming year to pay its current obligations, 
to speak nothing of their indebtedness to the city in the 
area of $250,000. 

True, tliore has been known to be Federal Grants, but 
tlM'se kind of grants have a lot of strings attached to them, 
one just rt>cently inaugurated in our area required the City 
of that area to transfer their bank account to the bank tliat 
was going to handle the lending. Also it is said that 
“Matohing Money” also is a factor. 

Prior to the passage of "Proposition 13’’ the Community 
Redevelopment Agencies could have taken on an issue 
such a.s this, but today it is almost impos.sible, unless a 
gigantic tax base <x)uld be obtained for the Redevelopment 
District. 

When we talk about revitalization of the Sierra Madre 
Bu.siness District, wc are talking about from $3 to $5-mil- 
lian.s, and truthfully the way things are today, tlie con¬ 
sumer is less thrilled with store fronts, and are more in¬ 
terested in what is on the Inside, such as price, service, 
quality and availability. 

For anyone to pick a platform suoh as this as a politi¬ 
cal platform should be examined for conservative thinking. 

For the coming City Election, it is a warning that any¬ 
one running a.s a candidate and even incntioeis the "Old 
City Hall” they had better be well advi.sed, it will be a 
hot pc'fato that cs>uld well sink a c-ouple of political ships. 

Go To Jail! 

Tlie State Senate has pas-scxl unanimously Supervisor 
Kenneth Hahn's “rob a home, go to joll” proposal. 

.Senate Bill 1236 by Semator Bob Bc-vc>rly pas.sed 32 to 0 
and no goes to the As.sc*mbly where it will be heard oy 
the Criminal Justice Committee. 

Formc'r Slate Senator Nate Holden, who is Hahn's 
a.ssistajit chief deputy, has been working on the legisla¬ 
tion In Hahn’s liehalf. 

In order for the bill to be adopted into law this year, 
a special hearing will have to be held by the Criminal 
Justice Committee. Otherwise, it will be next yc'ar before 
the bill will have an opportunity to become law. 

“I am confident tlio A.s.sembly will pass the bill and 
Govc'mor Brown will sign it Into law,” Hahn .said. 

■Therefore, every burglar .should take notic-e that if 
they rob a home, they are going to Jail.” 

iHahn, chairman of the Board of .Sui>er\i.sors, hclievc's 
the public must lx* made to feel safe in their homes and 
the only ccay this can be done is to stop burglaric-c: 

The legislation n-quiros mandatory imprisonment for 
IK-rsons convicIcHl of hurglarizing a home. 

Last year, only l,t>83 burglar.s from Los Angeles County 
wen* sc'nt to pri.son while 164,402 burglaries were com 

inittcv.k 

"Burglars of homes mu.st Ik* .stoiH'd,” Hahn said. “It is 
lime to tip the scales of ju-stice in f.avor of the homeowners 
and ni>!>rtment renter." 

Persons in favor of the lcgi.slation are urged by Hahn 
to write their State A.s.senibly person and to thank their 
State Senator. 

A Real Lesson In Civics 

’I'luv.isan.r’^j of immigrants to the United States, on ap 
plying for citizenship, have .stood before a federal judge 
and faced the qix?.slion: "Who makes the laws?” 

Tlie answer, of course, came from textbooks and the 
naturalization c-ourses. It is: "The Congress.” 

But more and more, the bureaucracy itself — the fed 
eral ag«*nc*ies are creating “law.s” tlirough countle.ss regu¬ 
lations pnimulgalc'd to carry out the laws. A rt*cH-nt Wash 
Ington Post news article, for example, rc'ported thot the 
Scx'ial Security Admini-stration has drafted a 40,000-word 
regulation that will affc*ct future Lncomes of thousancks of 
Americans. Yet few c'vcr heard of it, or the fact that it 
r^ciefines and cvstnbli.nhes criteria for disability Iienefit.s. 

"In the civlc-s texts,” .says the article, “Congri's.s does 
the legislating, the c*ourts do the adjudicating ajid the 
execnifive branch does as it is tolcf. In practice, the executive 
branch makes a lot of government’s legislative and judicial 
dcH-isions by means of regulations.”

Our constitution estab - 
hshod a Federal Gvoernment 
of limited and speci f i c 
piowors. Since the New Deal 
Era, these limitations have 
been steadily eroded by gov¬ 
ernment centrists who have 
total faith in the ability of 
government to “solve” man¬ 
kind’s problems. They have 
little patience for, nor un¬ 
derstanding of, governmen¬ 
tal limitations contained in 
our written Constituti o n. 
Jeffer-son and the founders 
understood well Lord Ac¬ 
ton’s aphorism, “Power tends 
to corrupt, absolute power 
corrupts absolutely.” They 
recognized the tendency of 
those in pwwer to amass 
more jxiwer. They did theli 
best to prevent that from 
occuring in drafting the Con¬ 
stitution.

of the people.

Free Flu Shots 
For Sr. Citizens 

Senior citizens will have 
an opportunity to obtain 
free flu shots at the Los An¬ 
geles Couny Fair on Mon¬ 
day, Sepember 17. From 2 
until 5 p.m., the immuniza¬ 
tions will be given in thq 
park area next to the First 
Aid Station near the grand¬ 
stand. 

The 1979-80 influenza vac¬ 
cine offers protection against 
three influenza strains which 
recently caused disease In 
Noith America (A-Brazil, A- 
Texas, Z-Hong Kong). The 
1978 vaccine, which includes 
A-USSR, is also being .used 
in the fall and winter of 
1979-SO because the two 
strains of influenza (A-US¬ 
SR and A-Brazil) are close¬ 
ly related. 

Persons 55 jears of age 
and older and those with 
chronic illnesses are advised 
to bo vaccinated every year, 
with the current vaccine, fer 
maximum protection. A year¬ 
ly vaccination has been 
found to be 70 to 90 per cent 
effective in preventing flu. 
High risk individuals under 
the ago of 27 are asked to 
contact their private physi¬ 
cian or go to any health 
cener with a written request 
from their doctor. 

The clinic will be the first 
of many at various conven¬ 
ient locations in both Po¬ 
mona and East San Gabriel 
Vtalleys sponsored by the 
County of Los Angeles De¬ 
partment of Health Serv¬ 
ices.
